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TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

IL.  S.] 

To  the  inbahitants  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson  quali- 
fied to  vote  in  toM'n  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  CIrange  Hall  in 
said  toAvn  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  six  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

1.  To  choose  by  plui'ality  vote  all  town  officers  to 
he  voted  for  under  the  Australian  ballot  system. 

2.  To  see  if  the  toAvn  Avill  vote  to  take  up  and  act 
upon  the  remaining  articles  in  the  warrant  at  one  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  the  same  day,  or  at  such  other  time 
as  may  be  decided  upon. 

3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers  that 
are  voted  for  by  ballot  land  major  vote  unless  voted  to 
elect  otherwise. 

4.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  repairing  toMn  highways  including  four 
hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  ($436.00)  the  amount  re- 
quii-ed  by  kw  for  permanent  road  building  and  appro- 
prate  the  same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  ($218.00)  the  amount 
required  by  law  to  secure  State  aid  for  permanent  road 
building. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
thirty- five  hundred  dollars  ($3500.00)  or  any  part  there- 
of foi"  State  aid  maintenance  and  appropriate  the  same. 
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7.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  above  that  required  by  law  for  support  of  the 
Public  Library  and  appropriate  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  toA^ai  will  vote  to  assess  an  extra  tax 
on  all  taxable  property  within  the  district  served  by  elec- 
tric street  lig-hts  and  appropriate  the  same  toward  defray- 
ing; the  expense  of  said  lights. 

9.  To  see  if  the  tOAvn  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
IJi'iate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  continuing  grading  the  drivewaj^s  to  the  new 
cemetery  and  Public  Library  and  appropriate  the  same. 

11.  'To  raise  the  amount  of  money  due  as  interest 
on  bonds  for  year  1922  and  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000.00)  to  take  up  one  bond  due  April  15th,  1923  and 
appropriate  the  same. 

12.  To  see  Avhat  amount  of  money  the  town  will 
rote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  town  charges. 

13.  To  see  what  amount  of  money  the  town  will 
.ote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day  exer- 
cises, 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  build  a  cement  bridge 
on  the  road  easterly  from  the  residence  of  Moses  C.  Hall 
and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  contract  for  building 
the  same. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00) or  such  sum  as  the 
town  may  approve  as  a  special  appropriation  to  be  added 
to  the  joint  State  aid  fund  for  permanent  road  building. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  Avith  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to- 
liire  such  sums  of  money  as  the  town  may  need  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes. 
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17.  To  see  if  the  tOA\ni  Avill  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  contract  for  the  extension  of  the  electric  street 
liglits  on  main  road  to  Hampstead  line. 

18.  To  see  what  action  the  tow  nwishes  to  take  in 
legard  to  naming  the  highways. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  choose  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  a  new  or  amend  the  present  bj^-laws 
governing  the  cemeteries  and  report  the  same  at  some 
future  meeting. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  meth- 
ods of  electing  the  town  officers  at  the  annual  toAvn  meet- 
ing in  March  which  was  in  f oi-ce  up  to'  and  including  the 
election  of  officers  March  8th,  1921,  all  acts  and  laws  in- 
consistent Avith  this  article  are  hereby  repealed  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  article. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  take  any  action  in 
regulating  salaries  of  the  town  officers  and  act  upon  the 
same. 

22.  To  hear  reports  of  town  officers  and  committees, 
act  upon  the  same,  and  transact  any  other  business  that 
iiiny  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

I  submit  liereAvith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  super- 
visor of  music  in  the  Atkinson  schools. 

The  work  in  this  department  during  the  year  has 
progressed  steadil.y  along  the  usual  lines  and  has  been 
measurably  successful.  A  large  percentage  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  work  in  music  is  due  to  the  constant  helpful- 
ness of  the  teachers. 

The  Progressive  Music  Course  is  being  r.3cJ  in  the 
upper  grades  at  the  Center,  Depot  and  North  End.  This 
course  furnishes  a  vai'iety  of  exercises  and  songs  \\hich 
are  helpful  and  tuneful.  The  Hollis  Da nn  Music  Course 
used  in  the  upper  grades  at  the  Sawyei-  School  deals  with 
the  problems  step  by  stej)  and  is  pai'ticularly  good  for 
part  singing.  I  wish  we  might  have  this  book  in  more 
of  our  schools  next  year.  In  the  lower  grades  the  New 
Educational  Book  I,  works  out  very  well  in  songs  and 
exercises  the  steps  taken  in  the  first  four  grades. 

Hollis  Dann  Junior  Songs  used  for  work  in  the  High 
School,  is  among  the  very  best.  The  song  material  is  un- 
usually attractive;  there  are  some  old-time  favorites; 
there  are  many  new  songs  composed  especiall.v  for  this 
course  which  are  sure  to  delight  every  person.
